e. We will have collected by 13 October the 
other specific data requested at the hearing: our 
budget for anti- terrorist programs (now being coordinated 
with the Comptroller’s office) , and a statement on the 
minimal 1*4X0 evaluation of the terrorism KIQ (now being 
coordinated with IC staff and the NIO office). 
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
